Whereas, in 1917 exports of ex­ 
plosives to Europe from the United 
States totalled about $16,000,000 
a 
day they now' total only about $11,- 
200,000 
a month, while 
“foodstuffs 
partly or wholly manufactured” ag­ 
gregate nearly $4,000,000 a day. 
Counting these foods as manufac­ 
tured articles, America’s manufactur­ 
ed exports today amount to approxi­ 
mately $113,800,000 daily. 
From windmills and chewing gum 
to iron and steel rails the American- 


made goods are now pouring in to all 
parts of the world. 
Crude materials for manufacturing 
in other countries constitute only 22 
per cent of America’s export trade. 
Raw feed and food animals total only 
eight per cent, despite the enormous 
general food shipments to Europe.

"A producers’ 
organization, 
if 
organized, must be founded on 
economic necessity—it cannot live 
and be successful where It is or­ 
ganized on enthusiasm 
and 
hot 
air.” 
This is what G. Harold Powell, 
general manager of 
the 
California 
Fruit Exchange told the farm advis­ 
ors and delegates to the conference of 
Farm Bureaus, who toured Orange 
county today, at the meeting of the 
Fullerton Farm Center in the high 
school auditorium 
at 
Fullerton last 
night. 
Powell went into co-operative pro­ 
ducing and marketing in a thorough 
mimr.er and gave the producers valu­ 
able advice and corrected impressions 
and prejudices many have against the 
commission men. 
The touring party came Into Orange 
county about 5 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon and was met at the county line 
by a delegation of Orange county Farm 
Bureau men. 
Between 
IOO and IOO 
are in the party and those in charge 
of local entertainment had to appor­ 
tion them to different cities to secure 
sleeping accommodations. 
All could 
not find accommodations at Anaheim. 
8unper was served at the high school 
building, women of Fullerton provid 
fhg the eats. 
Following the supper, 
the evening session was held in the 
auditorium of the high school. Sfelec 
tions were rendered by a chorus of 
high school boys. 
Today they were shown different 
sections of Orange county, the Itiner­ 
ary being arranged 
to give them a 
quick glance of the various lines of 
farm operations carried on 
in 
the 
county. Leaving Anaheim at 8 o’clock 
this morning the tourists went into 
the Smeltzer section, where the mem­ 
bers were given opportunity to view 
the section most affected 
by 
waste 
water and the 
results 
of effective 
drainage systems in reclaiming lands. 
From this district of reclaimed lands 
and heavy beet and bean producing 
lands the visitors were taken over to 
the higher and drier lands where beets 
and beans are produced, 
and 
from 
these sections were led into the citrus 
producing districts. 
They passed through 
Santa 
Ana 
about 9:30 and after glimpsing the 
court house and the city, went to Tus­ 
tin. where a demonstration on walnut 
codling moth was given by Prof. Ralph 
E. Smith of the University of Califor­ 
nia. 
f 
The beauty and grandeur of the val­ 
ley was 
shown 
from tile 
Lemon 
Heights Skyline Drive, with C. E. UU 
calling attention to the points of in­ 
terest. 
Eleven o’clock found 
the farmers 
and advisors inspecting the Orange 
packing house of the Santiago Orange 
Growers’ Association at Orange. 
While the visitors met 
with 
sur­ 
prises at every [joint in Orange county 
during the suing af 
the 
forenoon, 
they received no surprise that was 
more agreeable to them than the fine 
dinner served them at noon at Or­ 
ange County Park by the laities of the 
Presbyterian church of Tustin. 
The 
rirkp of the 
forenoon 
had 
whetted 
their appetites and they were ready 
for a good substantial meal, and this 
they had. 
The juiciest and tenderest 
of meat, hot, smoking gravy and po­ 
tatoes, rolls, oranges, hot coffee, pie 
and other good things 
were served 
and the expressions of appreciation 
that came from the men were sincere. 
“It is the best we have had on the 
journey," was the common expression. 
That the Hoard of Supervisors of 
Orange county and the women of this 
vicinity are 
cooperating 
with 
the 
farm bureau with more energy than 
are those 
rf 
other 
counties 
was 
brought out by E. A. Gammon, of Sac- 
I ramento w ho 
voluntarily 
expressed 
the appreciation of the farmers for 
the treatment accorded. 
“Orange county has a co-operation 
that is uot extended anywhere else 
that I know of,” he declared. 
“It is 
a revelation to us to find that the su­ 
pervisors here are backing the farm 
bureau, and the ladies serving 
us 
old farmer boys with something to 
eat—why that is marvelous. 
I hope 
tho experience here 
will 
result 
in 
I bringing about a better cooperation 


J between the supervisors and 
ladies 
j with farm bureaus in other districts. 
“I am a ‘buckwheat’ of the farm, 
and I want to say that I appreciate 
the service and the courtesies of to­ 
day, and I know that I speak the sen­ 
timent of my colleagues. 
Prior to the dinner, the men were 
called together in the pavilion, where 
Chairman Talbert of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors made rn few brief remarks, 
welcoming the visitors to the county 
and expressing the wish that they 
might return soon. 
President Wood rough 
and 
Farm 
Advisor Wahlberg have been working 
on the plans of entertainment for sev­ 
eral weeks and They 
were heartily 
congratulated upon the success of the 
trip into Orange county. 
Powell .In his address 
last night 
opened with a discussion or. the mar­ 
keting of perishable fruits. 
He said 
that perishable fruit must be market- 
J ed when it is ripe and therefore is not 
subject to monopolization by specu­ 
lators. 
It is 
uncontrolled supply 
'and is marketed under conditions that 
do not obtain with non-perishable 
fruits. 
He said that he believed that the ma­ 
jority of commission men are honest 
and gave a number of illustrationa of 
situations developing from consigned 
fruit where commission men dealt hon­ 
estly and secured the best prices pos­ 
sible and made returns accordingly. 
and yet they were accused by the pro. 
dimer of grabbing all the profit. 
In the early days of shipping, pro; 


and th# commission men were held re­ 
sponsible. The thoreugh packing and 
shipping methods of .today did not pre­ 
vail in those times. 
Middle Men Necessary 
“You can’t eliminate 
the 
middle­ 
men,” said the speaker. 
“Somebody 
has got to distribute the product from 
the grower to the wholesaler and re­ 
tailer. If you think the middlemen are 
dishonest, forget it. 
“No Organization of producing inter­ 
ests can 
maintain 
selling agencies 
throughout the United States. 
The 
overhead is so great and the possibil­ 
ity of crop failure so possible that an 
organization would be wrecked were 
it to have to carry the overhead in a 
poor crop year. 
“My advice is to get close to the 
jobbers. Tell them your troubles. Tell 
them of conditions. When they know 
your business better, Ahey know how 
to handle your business better. If you 
are suspicious of them, if you believe 
they are robbers and you have no con­ 
fidence in them, they will adopt meth­ 
ods and tactics you do 
not 
under­ 
stand.” 
H f took up the various methods of 
selling, treating with the cash buyer, 
F. O. B. sales subject to conditions on 
arrival and control under organization. 
He touched upon the organization 
of the raisin growers, the walnut 
growers and the c’trus fruit growers. 
He told of how the raisin organic Moi. 
had been able to create a demand for 
raisins by advertising and that where 
there used to be a production of 75,000 
tons in California, with 
no 
market, 
there are today being produced over 
230.000 tons, which are fully consumed, 
with prices most satisfactory to grow­ 
ers. 
When to Organize 
“It isn’t time for growers to organ­ 
ize until they are willing to call to 
their assistance and into their selling 
organization men of business qualifica­ 
tions sufficient to meet the 
skilled 
business managers of the private con­ 
cern,” he said. .‘'You can’t get a man 
for $100 a month who can manage sue 
eessfully such an institution. 
You 
have got to be willing to pay a good 
salary and you can’t succeed unless 
you have a man at the head who knows 
how and mliat to do In every ousl- 
ness emergency. And it takes money 
to secure the services of such a man. 
No board of directors can manage a 
producers’ association." 
He said that through organization, 
wh’ch makes it possible for the associ­ 
ation to have sufficient funds to adver­ 
tise. a demand can be created through 
publicity for any commodity. 
He Il­ 
lustrated the point bv referring to the 
effects upon the nation of publicity 
during the war. Potatoes were scarce; 
publicity reduced 
the 
consumption. 
Then there was 
an 
over-production 
with possibility of the growers losing 
what they had grown. A campaign for 
greater potato consumption was start­ 
ed. 
The crop was consumed and the 
growers were saved. 
“You can speed up anything through 
publicity.” declared Powell. “The Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Exchange spends $400.- 
000 a year for advertising and it is the 
best money we spend. No grower ob­ 
jects to it. We have created a demand 
that has made the citrus industry what 
it is today. Sunkis’t oranges—you see 
aud hear of them wherever you go— 
in hotel, restaurant, dining cars, street 
cars, barber shops, no m atter where 
you go you see Sunkist.” 
< 
Avoid High Price* 
Powell said that It was best for any 
industry to avoid high prices. Better 
financial results are obtained by selling 
every day at the prevailing market 
prices, rather than to hold fruit for a 
rising market. 
By selling every day 
the fruit is consumed and out of the 
way and this prevents the flooding of 
a market with consequent decline in 
prices. High prices tend to lessen the 
consumption. He said that the flu was 
responsible for the high prices of or­ 
anges the latter part of this season 
and the demand had been created by a 
physician prescribing orange Juice for 
people suffering from the epidemic. 
He said that the bean growers would 
not have found themselves in the posi­ 
tion they are in today if 70 to 80 per 
cent of the production was under or­ 
ganization instead of only 25 per cent. 
“Bud selection,” was the topic of a 
paper bv Prof. A. D. Shamel of the ex­ 
periment station at Riverside. He said 
that it had been demonstrated that the 
hest interests of any fruit industry is 
to develop one or two kinds and devote 
time and energy to making them su­ 
perior. 
To have large variety is an 
error. 
A brief session of tb? state confer 
ence was held after the meeting, 'at 
which the only business was the dis­ 
cussion of s constitution for the or­ 
ganization of a California Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation. The constitution, as 
submitted by a committee, 
was 
ap­ 
proved and referred 
to 
the 
Farm 
Bureau directors and Farm Centers, 
and when twenty county bureaus have 
signed, the state leader will call dele­ 
gates together for organization of the 
federation. 
Lt. 
County 
Farm 
Advisor 
Wahlberg 
made a brief talk, advising the dele­ 
gates as to what was to be shown 
them today.

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OKEN NECK 


Surgeons Mend Lieutenant 
After 2500 Foot Fell end 
He Flies Again 


There is a man in San Francisco 
walking around with a broken neck. 
He is lieutenant Charles M. Cummins, 
of Richmond, Va. 
Cummins 
was an 
army aviator. 
While making a flight at Gerstner 
Field, La., in February, 1918, he fell 
2500 feet, fracturing the fourth, fifth 
and sixth cervical vertebrae and dis* 
locating several other vertebrae par­ 
tially. 
After the fall he was sent to Letter­ 
man General Hospital at the Presidio 
in San Francisco for treatment. Army 
surgeons who are almost working mir­ 
acles there in the reconstruction of 
the war wounded finally fitted a metal 
collar on the aviator to carry ^ the 
weight of his head. 
It worked—and 
now Lieutenant Cummins is walking 
about apparently normal. 
Only One of Many. 
Lieutenant Cummins' case is only 
one of many, but it stands out because 
of the popular superstition that a man 
can't live if his neck is broken. The 
reconstruction surgeons at Letterman 
are working , on hundreds of cases 
much moire difficult than the flyer’s. 
They are receiving men there daily 
from the battlefields of France, whose 
legs and arms hang withered and help­ 
less and they are turning those men 
out. after months of special treatment 
and patient mechanical manipulation, 
able to use their arms and legs and 
capable of joking a living. 
The cost, TO, course, is tremendous 
when one takes into consideration the 
fact that the same work is being car- 
| tied on in many military hospitals. 
! Already Congress has appropriated mil- 
j lions of dollars to carry on the work 
and millions more will have to be 


j made available for the cause. For it is 
a cause, this regeneration of the men 
; who gave their bodies to their coun- 
1 try. 
Cummins Flies Again. 
Part of tho money to be realised 
from the Victory Liberty Loan will 
be used for this Job of reconstruction 
or regeneration. 
Think of this when 
you are making up your mind as to 
bow much of the loan you, personally, 
are going to subscribe. 
Lieutenant Cummins made a flight 
with his collar on just to convince him­ 
self that he hadn't lost his nerve. 
We can't afford to lose our nerve on 
a dollar and cents proposition in the 
face of the deeds of such men.

for Church and Mission

San Francisco (Special): In seeking 
for $40,000,000 for home development 
work and $40,000,000 for development 
work in nine foreign lands, the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church plans to spend 
this money in conformance with a sur­ 
vey that has estimated down to the 
last cent every item of equipment and 
personnel. 
In addition there will be 
$25,000,000 raised for rehabilitation 
work In the war areas of Europe. 
In addition to the equipment and 
personnel already possessed by the 
Methodist church the following items 
will be provided for under the Cen­ 
tenary program:

AND ITS ECONOMY. 


The preservation e f structural ma­ 
terials, which may be obtalaed through 
the application of paint, constitutes a 
most vital means of furthering the con­ 
servation of our natural resources. It 
la, moreover, tho most economical 
method of sustaining th# a pupa ranee 
and general upkeep of any commu­ 
nity. 
A structure coated with sheets of In­ 
dia rubber would not be as well protect­ 
ed from decay as a structure coated 
with a -good oil p ain t 
This is doe to 
the fact that a sheet of rubber is not 
so durable or as waterproof as a thin 
dried film of p ain t The latter mate­ 
rial when applied dries to a continuous 
elastic film containing finely divided 
particles of metallic, wear resistyig 
pigments. 
A square foot of such a 
film upon a wooden surface cesta leat 
than a penny, yet it will beautify and 
protect a dollar’s worth of surface for 
many years, This la a low rate of in­ 
surance. 
Dwellings, barns, outbuildings, sheds, 
posts, fences, stock enclosures, wagons. 
Implements, windmills and other struc­ 
tures, whether of wood, Iron or cement, 
should be preserved, through the use 
of paint, from rapid decay. High grade 
paint may be used successfully for all 
such purposes. Colored paints will be 
fonnd the most sevlceable, the coloring 
m atter in the paint adding from two 
to three years to the life of the coating.

isn t a very attractive name for a pic­ 
ture play, neither la the m aterial which 
David Wfcrki Griffith makes use of 
throughout his 
newest 
production. 
Perhaps Griffith will change the nam e 
later when he presents the play reg­ 
ularly. 
Last night’s showing a t the 
Temple T heater here was only a fry- 
out. "H earts of the W orld” was given 
a try-out here first aa “Love and H^te, 
or something like that, and a change 
for the better may be made in the 
title of the new production. 
Griffith is so we!! established as a 
producer 
of 
the silent 
dram a that 
some might hesitate before criticising 
his work. Then, too, “W hite Blossom 
and the Chink” is certainly different 
in many ways from his other magnifi 
cent productions. 
In his plays Grif­ 
fith weaves in jthe “great passion” 
and here he has used it most pleasing­ 
ly, where “E ast can never meet W est.” 
However, the Mime Chinamen that 
everybody here has always seen: are 
and 
the 
sam e 
squalor and 
bestiality that most people have either 
seen or read of in horrible slum s are 
omnipresent throughout the play and 
Bort of leave a bad taste in the mouth 
when they have to be looked at a 
whole evening, but there is undoubted­ 
ly a moral pointed out—see to It th at 
you are not born a Chinaman nor a 
poor little illegitim ate waif in the Lon­ 
don slums. 
Of course, the Chiuk is adorable in 
his wonderful love, -pure and holy,

Buddha, in whose name he has gone 
to london to convert 
the 
heathen 
Englishmen, nome of whom perhaps 
need conversion more than a great

How­ 
ever, we know that the man taking 
the part of the Innocent-faced Yellow 
Man is aa American, so one can love 
him to the h eart’s content. He is Rich­ 
ard Barthelm ess. who

Bab series. 
As the advertisem ent says, an audi­ 
ence seeing poor little W hite Blossom, 
whom everybody knew would be beat­ 
en almost to death (and finally did suc­ 
cumb) every tim e she opened the door 
to the hovel, by a disgustingly brutal 
prize fighter, “would never forget her.” 
And these things happen among this 
same kind of people not o’nly in the 
London slums, so graphically pictured 
last night, together with mysterious 
Chinatown scenes, but sometimes right 
in our own city, so there is no chance 
to forget. 
A whole evening of har­ 
rowed feelings, 
beatings 
and 
prize 
fights, leavs one looking 
in 
rather 
a bedraggled state and the fresh air 
of the out-of-doors is most refreshing 
after this modernized Shakespearean 
tragedy. 
But the music! 
It saved the eve­ 
ning for many.

wonderful,! 
sweet and soft as tinkling bells and 
sometimes when poor 
little 
W hite 
Blossom was writhing both in form 
and face under the brutal lash of Bat­ 
tling Burrows and the shame of the 
prize fight, one could shut 
his

to it all and listen to the music and 
forget for the nonce the sordidness of 
the underlife, the blight of the world. 
Griffith sent his own orchestra down 
fbr the event and it was directed by 
Louis Gottschalk,
